into the opinions and designs of these two statesmen. It has, 
however, been postponed till Monday, and we must wait till then 
for any further enligutenment. Meanwhile we rejoice to find from 
an official statement in the Moniteur, that the story of an intended 
meeting between the Emperor of France and the Emperor of 
Austria, which has been so widely and confidently promulgated, is 
wholly without foundation. Louis Napoleon has acted with un- 
flinching loyalty towards England in all his previous transactions, 
and we are satisfied he will do nothing now to forfeit the high 
character he has thus won. We are sure that it is with England, 
and not with Austria, that he will take counsel on Italian matters. 








THE CORN MARKET. 
Tuk dulness of the stock market on Tuesday, ascribed 
to the rainy day, and the firmness of the corn market on 
Wednesday, due to the same cause, show how intense is 
the interest now attached to the weather. At no time did 
it more deservedly excite attention and hope as it is fine, 
or apprehensions as it is wet and stormy. The spring has been 
favourable. Potatoes have come forward well, and there is a much 
greater supply of green food, such as peas, carrots, turnips, &c., 
than usual. ‘The harvests in the South of Europe and in the 
South of the United States are very early, and are said to be very 
abundant; and already samples of the produce are finding their 
way to market. Notwithstanding these favourable circumstances, 
the price of wheat keeps very high—69s 3d per qr is the last six 
weeks’ average—though not so high as at the same period last year, 
76s 1ld. Then, however, war interfered to some extent with our 
supplies ; and those who have lately expected a very considerable 


| fall to ensue in consequence of the peace must be much disap- 


pointed at the present condition of the market. We look 
on the present price as an indication that our available sup- 
plies are very short, and only a tolerably early and abundant har- 
vest can lead to any great reduction in price. 

“ We believe,” say Messrs Lucy and Co., in their monthly corn 
circular, dated July 4th, “ that the stock of really good wheat at our 
** provincial ports has not been so small for many years.” Messrs 
Sturge speak in their circular “ of the present exhausted state of 
“ the stocks in all the ports of export.” And they say, too, though 


| the quantity to be obtained from the ports of the Baltic may be 


large towards the close of the year, that ‘‘at present the quantity 
“ to be had is very limited.” We stated the same fact last week 


| in our commercial article. “ Stocks, both at Galatz and Ibraila,” the 


Messrs Lucy say, “are very trifling ;” “and at Galatz wheat of 
“ first quality was selling at 47s 6d to 51s the quarter free on 
“ Telegraphic despatches from St Petersburg state that 
“ contracts had been made there for August delivery of Kubanka 
“ and Saxonka wheat at 53s per qr free on board. Nothing could 
“be had for immediate shipment, stocks being exhausted.” At 
Ancona, too, June 2ist, the price of wheat had continued to ad- 
vance, and was equal to 60s 6d per qr free on board. At Alex- 
andria, according to Messrs Pothonier and Co.’s circular, the price 
of the poor wheat of Egypt was from 37s to41s per quarter free 
on board. By the latest advices from New York, mixed Southern 
wheat was selling in the market at a price equivalent to 56s per 
quarter. Ail these facts converge to one point, and show a general 
searcity of wheat. High prices almost everywhere prevail, and 
fully justify, as we cannot do without supplies from abroad, the 
high price which ranges in our markets, notwithstanding the 
peace. Indeed, we are rather surprised, after looking at these and 
similar facts, that the price at present is not higher, rather than 
that it continues so high. : 

Last year at this time, in consequence of the war, our prospects 
were not so good as now, when we have Russian ports to resort 
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to; but the actual supply at present, both in our own country and | 


all the ports accessible to us, appears more scanty than last year at | 


this time. It is the prospect of the supplies we may get from 
Russia hereafter, rather than those we have got or can now get, 
which keeps our prices at present below the prices of last year. 
Not only are our own stocks short, but the imports are com- 
paratively small. In May, 206,600 qrs of wheat and 269,705ewts 
of flour were imported, against 497,838 qrs of wheat and 159,244 
ewts of flour in May, 1855, when the imports both of corn and 
flour were very much below the imports in May, 1854. In 
the five weeks of which we have the weekly returns since the 
end of May, the imports were of wheat and flour together 
296,651 qrs, against {372,972 qrs in 1855, or 76,321 qrs less.

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Thus, while our stocks are small, the imports have been less, 
Our prices have not been sufficently high to induce large im- 
ports in face of high prices in the exporting countries and brisk 
competition for every grain that is to be had, and we are, in 
consequence, more likely to see prices rise than fall before the har- 
vest, unless it come early and beabundant. This makes the market 
very feverish as the weather changes. 

The only evidence we have been able to find of the existence 
anywhere of a tolerably large supply of food out of our own country 
which might possibly be available for use, is contained in the 


Atheneum of last Saturday. An intelligent correspondent of that ! 


journal, writing from Brindisi, in June, says :—“ A merchant of our 
“ party stated that during the last six weeks full 300,000 tomoli 
“ of wheat had been exported from Barletta, amounting to about 
“60,000 qrs, without making any sensible impression on the 
“ quantity yet in reserve ; and he calculated that in a few stores 
“ with which he was acquainted there were full 800,000 qrs of 
“ wheat, besides an immense quantity of Indian corn, lupins, beans, 
“ and haricots.” France, which has been ransacking all the ports 
of the Mediterranean for supplies as well as England, will be glad 
to hear this news, if true. It is rather strange, however, if there 
be such abundance at Barletta, that wheat should be selling at 
Ancona, less than 150 miles from Barletta, at 60s 6d per quarter, 
though the two places are under different Governments. ‘lhe ex- 
port duty of 10s per quarter levied in the Neapolitan dominions 
has certainly impeded, but not wholly prevented, wheat from find- 
ing its way out of the kingdom, and the 100,000 qrs shipped have 
had, we are informed, a marked effect in raising the price of 
wheat there. A few cargoes of wheat have been, we know, con- 
tracted forin Barletta—but only a few—for England, and only last 
week a cargo was sold here of white Barletta for 75s per quarter, 
cost, freight,and insurance. If 800,000 qrs of wheat were now to 
be had at Barletta, the export duty would not keep it at home 
while it fetches{such a price abroad.= We are afraid that wefmustfre- 
gard this statement of our contemporary as a gross exaggeration— 
one of those hasty and crude statements, however, which, falling in 
with vulgar prejudices, are readily believed, and help to beget the 
unseemly indignation we continually hear expressed and encouraged 
against corn dealers, and bakers, and others, for keeping up the 
price of food. 

All over Europe there is increased consumption, and no imme- 
diately corresponding increase of production. Trade, which 
some unthinking persons still scoff at or abuse, has, indeed, in- 
creased the availability of the whole quantity produced for the 
general use. It has given a value to much grain which would have 
been allowed to rot, or been given to cattlein India, Egypt, the Far 
West of America, and in the wilds of Russia, and made it avail- 
able to feed men in France, Belgium, Germany, and Britain, who 
might otherwise have starved. By such means, too, it will help for- 
ward an increased production in those countries and in all countries 
wherever it carries the demand of a hungry and industrious mul- 
titude. Till such a demand arises—till an increasing price stimu- 
lates the exertions of the farmer,—he has no motive to increase 
his production, and the commercial and manufacturing classes 
must, as the rule, be subjected to some privations and want, or 
food must rise in price, before agriculture can be extended 
and improved. Farmers, who have corn enough for their own 
use, will not grow more to give it away, and high prices must 
take place before agriculturists can learn what other men 
require. High prices are the heralds of plenty. There can be 
no doubt of the capaeity of the earth to supply all the human 
race abundantly—none that agriculturists in a state of freedom 
will be willing and able to meet all the demands of the other 
classes, and supply food more abundantly, more cheaply, and 
more steadily, than ever it was supplied to any one community in 
the world; but the agriculturists and all other industrious pro- 
ducers and traders must be paid for their labour, and none of them, 
agriculturists especially, can ever learn what other men require 
and what they are willing to pay, or can be stimulated to exer- 
tion, except by an increasing demand, evidenced by a rising price. 
It may seem paradoxical to Protectionists, but all the arts, and 
especially manufactures and commerce, must first increase, in 
order to have plenty of agricultural produce. 

UNITED STATES. 
NOMINATIONS FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 
Tue Republican party in the United States has, with a considerable 
number of Whigs, united in supporting, as candidate for the 
Presidency, Colonel Fremont, and for the Vice-Presidency, Mr 
Dayton. The former is well known in Europe as the skilful and 
dauntless explorer of the mountain districts between the old 
dominions of the States on the Atlantic and the new dominions on 
the Pacific. He is yet a young man, not more than 43 years of 
age, and no one so young has ever before been put in nomination 
for this high office. He was in the military service of the States, 
but has left it and settled in California, where he has acquired 
large landed possessions. In his new home he has been a politi- 
cian, having contributed much to the settlement of its constitution, 
and been elected to represent it in the Senate at Washington. 
Otherwise he has not been engaged in politics, and it seems a re- 
commendation to him, that he is not one of the many numerous 
adventurers who in the States make politics their professien. He 
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has acquired his reputation by his great boldness and his great re- 
sources in the face of difficulties. He has won, also, to an extra- 
ordinary degree, the confidence of all who have been in communi- 
cation with him, who have assisted in his labours, and who have 
served under his command. ‘Though born of a French family in 
South Carolina, he is heartily opposed to the aggressions of the 
Slave States and to slavery as an institution, and has the great 
merit, in the present dispersion of parties and division of opinion 
in the States, of uniting in his favour the vast majority of the 
extreme or Republican party and a great many Whigs. What 
his opinions are in respect to trade, we are not aware; but, 
generally, the Republican and anti-slavery party is favourable to 
the discredited theory of protection to native industry, and the con- 
ver.tion at Philadelphia which has made him its standard bearer 
is, we believe, opposed to further reduction in tariff duties. We 
shall, however, speedily learn more on this subject. 

Mr Dayton, who has been nominated by the same convention, 
with the general approval of the party, to be Vice-President, has 
already represented New Jersey in the senate of the United States, 
and failed in his attempts to be re-elected in consequence of his 
opposition to the Fugitive Slave Law. He is already known by 
his services in the cause of abolition. He is a Judge of the 
State of New Jersey, a Whig in politics, and his nomination may 
be taken asa conclusive proof that a large body of the Whigs will 
now make common cause with the Republicans. 

Mr Fillmore is still put forward as the candidate of the Know- 
nothings, who stand aloof from the Democrats, the supporters of 
Mr Buchanan, and the Republicans, who have nominated Colonel 
Fremont. It seems likely that some coalition will yet take place 
between sections of them and the other parties, so asto run but two 
candidates for the Presidency. Whether it take place or not, 
the success of Mr Buchanan, the pro-slavery candidate, has now 
become very doubtful.

For example, 
the common porous earthenware vessels, which, in the warm 
climate of Spain, keep the wine or water, the drink of the people, 
deliciously cool, might be advantageously used in summer, were 
they once introduced and made at a cheap rate, by every English 
family. A general exhibition of such useful things as are pecu- 
liar to some people only, and might be serviceable to all, promoting 
the common and general use of them, must facilitate general im- 
provement. We require to learn what objects the multitude in 
different countries find most convenient, and seeing them in juxta- 
position, will be more instructive than much reading. The Belgian 
Commissioners have received promises of contributions from Ger- 
many, Switzerland, France, and Holland, and no doubt England, 
Spain, and other countries will lend their aid. Individuals who 
have objects of utility which they wish to bring into general use, 
will readily embrace the opportunity of making their productions 
and inventions known all over Europe. Former exhibitions have 
done much to promote the diffusion of knowledge of the fine arts 
and of objects of luxury, and the exhibition at Brussels seems ex- 
pressly designed to complete the work by promoting a knowledge 
of objects of utility. The agents of the exhibition in London are 
Messrs Mertens, 'l'riipel, and Co., 8 Catherine court, Seething lane, 
where all the required information concerning it may be obtained, 
and where all packages may be sent intended to be forwarded to 
Brussels for tue exhibition. 

Immediately after the close of the exhibition, on September 15th, 
the Congress for obtaining general custom-house and commercial 
reform will take place at Brussels, and it will probably be very 
numerously attended, The return of peace is a good occasion for 
commencing such a work as tariff reform, with a view to facilitate 
trade communication between all countries, now obviously indis- 
pensable to the welfare of each. Our own countrymen are nei- 
ther idle nor indifferent in relation to these subjects. The asso- 
ciation for procuring the reduction of the wine duties is active, 
and its services will be gratefully acknowledged by all the people 
of the wine-growing countries. Lately, too, it has been proposed 
to take measures to procure a further reform in our customs, by 
abolishing altogether a number of duties on small articles, about 
160, which do not yield much above 150,000/ a year to the reve- 
nue. Such a further reform, carrying out the principles acted on 
with so much success in 1842, may be expected of us ; and our ex- 
ample will probably do more than any theoretical teaching in pro- 
moting abroad that reduction of import duties and simplication of 
customs regulations now generally demanded. Trade adds so 
much to the resources of nations and the revenue of Governments, 
that the latter can find no justification for maintaining cumbrous 
custom-house regulations and systems of high protecting duties. 
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THE MURDER OF AN EDITOR. 
THE further consequences of this event at San Francisco, which 
we noticed last week, we are now informed were, that the mur- 
derer Casey, and Cora, the man accused of murdering the United 
States Marshal, were both hanged by the Vigilance committee.

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POLITICAL INDIFFERENCE. 

JoHn Buuw’s peculiar characteristic of practicability, pursuing 
one object at one time, now seems to be common to other European 
nations. Like John, they are very much occupied with what is 
stigmatised in its excess as speculation, and have no time nor 
thought but how to get rich. In spite of many earnest appeals 
and some angry remonstances, they will not trouble themselves 
about politics. They are even careless about constitutional liberty, 
and stand so much in dread of revolution, that rather than run the 
least risk of it they passively submit alike to effete and vigorous 
despotism. Even John himself is complained of as being no 
longer political. He cares nothing, it is said, about the ballot box, 
nothing about reform, either constitutional or legal, not even 
about church rates; he has his usual amusements of small crusades 
against tippling, and dirt, and defective water supplier, and 
nuisances, and ignorance of uncommon things, and sends his 
light troops out in all directions to keep them in practice; but his 
chief purpose, and to this his great strength is steadily directed, 
is to increase his supplies. Perhaps he is more than ever luxuri- 
ous and extravagant—certainly he is more than ever industrious. 
He rivals foreigners in arts, festivals, galleries, and armies, but he 
exerts himself strenuously to raise the means of paying for them. 
In this his distinguishing virtue, they are now vigorously imi- 
tating him, and all are now so very cere intent on making 
money and spending it agreeably, that they have neither thought 
nor time to Tote to politics. For some years there has been 
nothing like a demagogue in England. "The races of Wilkes, 
Burdetts, Cobbetts, Hunts, O’Connells, O‘Connors, &c., have all 
passed away and left no successors. In Italy there are one or two 
persons willing and ready to be popular leaders, but they do not 
easily obtain followers ; and generally even the martyrs of liberty 
from Poland, France, Hungary, and Germany, find no support for 
agitation, and seem to have nearly lost their hopes of success. 
We are far less disposed, like some journalists, to condemn this 
present phasis of society, than attempt to trace its causes. 

First of course must be placed the great necessity for food, which 
is far more stringent than the necessity for freedom. The pursuit 
of wealthis only this great necessity driving men in all direc- 
tions. Next in subordination to this overruling principle, and the 
most immediate stimulus to exertions abroad, must be placed the 
unexampled success of Great Britain. Her wealth, her successfal 
industry, her mechanical ingenuity and skill, make her the greatest 
political power in the world. France, Germany, Russia, Spain, and 
even Italy, are now following herexample,and are intent on making 
railways, promoting agriculture, and extending manufactures. 
After the long enduring influence of her example, we place the gold | 
discoveries, which have spurred into almost furious activity the | 
latent desire to rival Great Britain.

chief cause of their renunciation of politics and their present de- 
votion to the pursuit of wealth. The first great revolution, the 
overthrow of Bonaparte, the revolution of 1830, the revolution of 
1848, all cheated the hopes of the people, and falsified alike the 
romises of rulers and the predictions of political adventurers. 
or the best part of a century the people of Europe have been 
tantalised by promised improvements from political revolutions 
which have never been realised. At the same time, great and ob- 
vious improvements have been derived from other sources than 
litical action. They have ceased, therefore, to interest themselves 
eeply in politics, because they have experienced from them only 
disappointment. Revolutionary — have ceased to pay. 
Revolutionary promises no longer deceive, and the people, grown 
wiser, give up politics and take to trade. 

The indifference of which some journals complain is the natural 
consequence of the causes we have referred to, and chief amongst 
which are over-excited hopes and great disappointments. As ex- 
perience has now amply demonstrated that political changes, how- 
ever well-meant, rarely lead to much good, we regard this political | 
indifference as extremely favourable to the rapid development of 
society, and to substantial, material, and moral improvement. If 
the indifference to speculative political reform either encouraged 
the continuance of oppression in any quarter, or led to its increase, 
it should be met by the utmost reprobation. But the sentiment 
of indignation against political oppression is now so fully and 
generally awakened—thanks to many patriotic exertions in all 
countries !—there is such a wholesome jealousy of rulers every- 
where, and the means of giving effect to these sentiments by the 
press, curbed and restricted as it shamefully is in some countries, 
is now so powerful, while the influence of free nations and their 
great prosperity over the minds of all is irresistible, that there | 
is no reason to dread the increase of political oppression. On the | 
contrary, there is great reason to hope that it may be quietly and

peaceably repressed and extinguished by the growth of commerce, 
manufactures, and intelligence.

FRENCH AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION, 
FOREIGN CATTLE.—BREEDS AND PRICES. 
WE again advert to the recent show of stock at Paris, because there 


| is reason to believe that a considerable number of continental cattle 


will be exhibited at the forthcoming meeting of the Royal Agri- 
cultural Society at Chelmsford; and because there are several 
races on the Continent which are, at the least, worthy of the at- 
We avail ourselves of the descrip- 
tions given by the North British Agriculturist. The Dutch cattle 
are too well known in our market to need description. The large 
black and white cows we see in Smithfield give many indications 
of useful stock for the dairy, but though tried in this country they 
have not found any great favour. 
FRIBOURGEOISE Bregp. 

This is the largest breed in Switzerland. Not only is the frame large, 
but the bones are disproportionately so. Many of the cows have a 
striking resemblance to some of the old-fashioned country cows in Scot- 
land; the Fribourgeoise are, however, larger. The pastures must be 
rich which rear this breed to the sizes they attain. They are stated to 
be superior dairy stock. 

Scnwitz Brexp. 

The vallies of Switzerland have sent forth an unusual number of the 
justly celebrated Schwitz breed. This race of cattle, familiar with pre- 
cipitous heights and frightful chasms, present a strongly marked type 
both in formation and colour. There is an Asiatic appearance, indicative 
that this breed are descendants of animals which have grazed on the 
mountains of Asis. The same strain of blood appears oriental, in 
Switzerland and in Tyrol. The dark dun body, with the light grey, 
fawn-coloured ridge, flanks and belly light-coloured. The large promi- 
nent eye, the hairy ears, the loose skin which clothes the throat, corre- 
sponds with the type of the bovine races which people the valleys of 
India. The characteristics are iess strongly marked, but they are very 
apparent upon a close inspection. 

PINZGAU AND THE MoNTAFON. 

The Austrian breeds present many features of interest. The Pinzgau 
breed is of ared brown colour, with white ridging; sometimes the belly 
The head is very short. The eyes are surrounded with a 
white ring. The form is short legged, square, and stoutly built. They 


| graze on mountains which, even during the summer months, are covered 


with snow in the mornings to the depth of half-a-foot. 
The Montafon are brownish black, small in size, and square in form. 


| They are allied to the Schwitz, and the small breed of Aligau, evidently 


a cross breed, as the types are not very distinct. 


| MurZTrHat Breep, Upper Styrik, or LAVANTHAL AND OF WIRNERWALD. 


The Murzthal are white, sometimes passing to a light silver grey. 
They are of medium size, very handsome in form, and elegant in outline. 
They are stated to be superior for the dairy. Many of the cows pass 
into Lombardy, for the large dairies in that country. The breed of Maria- 
hofer is not present, allied to the above; colour, grey, passing into fawn 
colour. 

Breeps AND Cross Breeps or HunGARY AND GALACIA. 

The Hungarian ox is the most distinct type in the Exhibition. These are 
evidently Asiatic ; the outline is square—the top remarkably straight; the 
Asa 
breed for labour they are doubtless very superior. With horns in the oxen 
branching apart some eight feet, and the quickness with which they turn 
their heads so asto bring the horn to protect any part of their body 
should render them all but invulnerable to the attacks of feline groups 
of animals. Even the prize cow was so wild that three men were una- 
ble to manage her for obtaining a daguerreotype portrait of her. They 
appear to be the most savage of all breeds, and are in a semi-wild state. 
In Austria there is stated to be six millions of this breed spread over the 
Austrian dominions. They are valuable for work, and valuable, it is 
stated, for the production of the finest quality of beef. 

Breeps AND Cross BrReEps oF BoHEMIA AND MorRAvIA. 

Few of the animals exhibited in this class are pure breeds. The ma- 
jority are the result of crossings, stated to be great milkers, where the 
cross has been originally with the Schwitz. The white breed of Bohemia, 
the same race as the Charollaise and Italian white breed. The superior 
animal for milking has been produced by the crossing of this breed with 
the Schwitz. So strong is the resemblance of the cross with the 
Schwitz, that they might be classed 9s pure Schwitz. The pure white 
breed is a more beautiful animal, and the structural form more perfect 
than in the Charollaise, but slightly smaller in size. 

BUFFALOES. 
The Hungarian buffaloe is from Asia, and is a very docile and tracta- 
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ble race of animals after they are tamed, or when bred! in a state of 
domestication they are still more docile. Two of these, male and female, 
are now on their way to Edinburgh fer the Zoological Gardens. Nothing 
in the Exhibition attracted so much attention, particularly to the fair 
visitors. The Empress tock particular notice of them on her first visit. 
There were only four exhibited, two males and two females ; one of each 
go to the Jardin des Plantes, Paris ; the other twoto the Edinburgh Zoolo- 


gical Gardens. 





REED. 


This is the most beautiful of all the breeds exhibited from Southern 
Europe. The colour yellow, witha slight difference in the shades, They 
resemble in structure the best forms of the Spanish cattle to be seen 
occasionally in the London market, and are doubtless the same breed. 
This breed extends, it is stated, over a considerable portion of Bavaria, 
from which they come. 


GLANE Breep, or BrrKenreLp 


VOIGTLAND BRED. 

This breed is identical with the Devon in form, colour, and every cha- 
racteristic which is peculiar to a breed. They are the same breed as al- 
ready described as coming from Tyrol—somewhat larger and more hand- 
some in form, the climate of Saxony being more favourable for the breed 
than the cold and high mountain ranges of Tyrol 

J¥TLAND Brexp (DENMARK). 

This breed is somewhat similar in structure and in colour to the com- 
mon breed of cows which are still to be met with in the lowlands of Scot- 
land. They are evidently the result of crossings of dissimilar breeds. 
The general colour is piebald black and white. 

ANGELN, OR Geest BREED. 

This breed is somewhat similar to the Ayrshire, and might pass in 
Scotland as common country cows. The general colour is redand white. 
They are evidently good milkers. 

PoLpER BrEep oF HoLsTEIN. 

This breed is the original Ayrshire. One of the cows exhibited, if 
shown among the Ayrshire stock, would have ranked among the prize 
takers. This animal was sold for 13/. If sold at the same rate as the 
Ayrshires were, she would have rea'ised fully three times that sum. The 
whole of the stock from Denmark and Holstein were sold, and at mode- 
rate prices, compared with the general rates obtained. 

NORMANDE BREEp. 

The Normande breed is familiar to our readers by description. 
are large disproportioned animals, with occasionally good points. They 
are evidently well suited for thedairy. The usual colour is brindle, brown, 
and white. This breed heads the list of French cattle. 

Several cows of the Normande breed were of very ‘arge frame, lengthy 
quarters, with a broad pelvis. Crossed with the Shorthorn, the produce 
would be valuable animals for graziers. 

FLAMANDE. 

The Flemish breed are better proportioned, and of smaller size than 
the Normande. The quarters are generally long, and otherwise good. 
The ribs are usually not well sprung, and there is a went of depth in the 
fore-quarters. The touch is often good with a glossy coat. Colour, a 
dark red, with white about the face, and occasionally on the belly. This 
breed is better represented than any other of the French breeds, as re- 
gards the quality brought forward. 

Sa.ers, D’'AuBRAC, D’AUVERGNE, AND OF Mezenc Breeps. 

These are heavy dull animals, with the muscles of the neck much 
developed. Size of the body, average. Body long. with the back usually 
down. In other specimens it is atraight. The Salers are usually dark 
red. The Aubrac, grey dun. 

The above are the principal breeds shown at Paris, and we shall 
probably see some of them at Chelmsford. 

We learn from the same source the prices obtained for the 
various kinds of British stock which found favour with the con- 
tinental agriculturist. Some kinds found no purchasers. Thus 
for the West Highland cattle, the Cheviot, and blackfaced High- 
land sheep, there was no demand. ‘The Shorthorn, the Ayrshire, 
and the Polled cattle were most in favour; the Shorthorn being 
well known and esteemed, the Polled cattle being novelties in 
Franee. 

On Thursday forenoon, the sale of stock by auction commenced, but 


They 


| in few instances were the values of the butcher offered, and a considera- 


ble number of French cattle were sold at very low figures. The atten- 
dance was not great, and bidding extremely slow—altogether different 
from the practice in England, where the bidding is usually rapid and 
much stock disposed of in a short time. The sales, taken as a whole, 
may be thus classed. For the first two days, high prices, and in some 
instances extravagant prices, were given for animals of the Shorthorn 
and Ayrshire breeds. ‘The prices asked by most exhibitors frighten pur- 
chasers, and with a decline in the demand, exposers lowered their prices. 
Shorthorns realised generally from 20 to 30 per cent. above the selling 
value in England. The largest exhibitor of Shorthorns, Mr Douglas, sold 
eight animals at fair, if not at high figures. A two-year-old heifer was 
sold for 200/; a one-year-old heifer for about 1807; also a one-year-old 
bull about 130/, with the lowest figure about 50/. The majority of the 
heifers realised nearly 100! each ; young bulls somewhat under this, ex- 
cluding the first and second prize animals, which were sold above that 
figure. Mr Sadlier’s second-prize bull sold for 160/, purchased originally 
for a few pounds. Cows of this breed sold from 60/ to up*vards of 100/.” 

Ayrshires commenced at very high figures, and extravagant prices 
were asked. As much as 400/ was demanded for a prize bull. Several 
of the bulls were scld between 60/ and 90/7. Of the cows, the first prize 
sold for 100/; second prize, 907; third prize, 801; fourth prize, 63/. 40/ 
was readily obtained for fair specimens of the Ayrshire cow; value at 
home, some pounds below 20/. Some indifferent heifers were sold at 
about 20/. The whole cows and heifers were disposed of. Some of the 
aged bulls were sold to the butcher at figures close upon 251, 

Polled cattle were in considerable demand. Heifers and cows of fair 
quality brought 40/; young: bulls about the same figure. 210/ was re- 
fused for a bull, and 80/ was paid for one exhibited by Mr Watson. Mr 
M‘Combie’s cow and heifer were purchased for the Emperor at 160! and 
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110/, the highest price ever realised for a Polled Angus cow. The Swiss 
cattle, particularly the cows, were in very considerable demand. At first 
60/ to 80/ were asked for the best specimens, but latterly prices gave way, 
and good cows could be purchased at little above 201. Lord Hastings 
takes to his seat at Norfolk, fourteen Swiss cattle; average price about 
24/. The Austrian stock were in less demand; from 16lto 252 appeared 
to be the average prices. Of the French breeds, those animals which 
were sold by private contract brought high rates. From 201 to g0J ap- 
peared to be about the figures ; but as the rule appears to be to keep the 
price secret, information is not readily obtained. The cattle from Den- 
mark were sold at very moderate prices, good specimens of the original 
Ayrshire realising only from 1227 to 162. 

Mr Jonas Webb sold some of his Southdowns for high prices, 
and Cotswold and Leicester sheep also sold well. The English 
agricultural implement makers received a considerable number of 
orders for their best machines and implements. ‘The experience 
of this meeting will probably induce the French Government to 
confine the premiums on future oceasions to certain of their own 
best breeds of cattle, and to such foreign stock as are likely to im- 
prove their own. ‘To offer premiums for all sorts of stock may 
produce a show, which for once is of much interest, but, as in our 
own case, the best breeds only deserve permanent encouragement.

No War with America! By An Englishman. 


never supposed there would be war with America; we are disposed to 
do much to avoid it; and on the whole we agree with the general 
principle of the advice given by this writer to his countrymen—namely, 
to interfere with Yankee extension as little as possible. We are wil- 
ling enough to let America be regarded as the natural and proper 
field for the progress (and conquest even) of our transatlantic 
brethren ; but we are not quite prepared to be kicked out without re- 
monstrance or resistance as intruders, on the plea of obedience to the 
higher destinies of a rival. The tone of this pamphlet is too submis- 
sive, though the matter is good and well put. 





Considerations on the late Naval War, 

ApmiRAL Bow es’ object in this pamphlet is to recommend the adoption 
of a system of militia for our navy, so as to secure us always an am- 
ple supply of trained or half-trained seamen atthe outbreak of a war. 
This may or may not be desirable; but we cannot agree with the Admi- 
ral in conceiving that the experience of the last two years has proved 
its necessity. Many of the sailors sent on board may have been raw 
and inexperienced; but never did we man so vast a fleet so rapidly; 
and yet this_was the first war in which we dispensed with impressment 
altogether. 

On Metallic Boats and Army Floating Waggons. 

Tuls treatise of Major Vincent Eyre (published by Smith and Elder) is too 
purely picfessional for us to discuss at any length, but the subject is 
most interesting, and appears to us to be excellently handled. The 
purpose of the lecture is to explain the invention of Mr Francis (an 
American)—an invention already appreciated and patronised by the 
Emperor of the French—for frames of corrugated iron, which are so 
constructed as to be available, almost without change and simulta- 
neously, for boats, waggons, rafts, and bridges. They are, in fact, 
oblong square boats on wheels: in crossing a river they run till the 
water becomes too deep: they then float, Two or more together form 
a raft suitable for artillery; twenty or more together constitute a 
floating bridge. They seem exceedingly simple and ingenious, and 
have been already favourably reported upon. 





Manual of Plantership in British Guiana, By Alex. McRae. 

Mr McRax has been a planter in Demerara for halt a century, and thinks 
that the plans of cultivation hitherto pursued there may be greatly 
improved—in which we have no doubt whatever that he is quite right. 
He also thinks that his long experience qualifies him to point the way 
to a better system—in which we are inclined to believe that he is also 
right. His pamphlet seems thoroughly practical, and will be useful 
and suggestive to all settlers and residents in that colony, 

Descriptive Geography of England, By T. Challener. 

Tuis is a work designed for elementary schools, but we cannot say it is 
well adapted to its object. Much of it is sad stuff:—the questions and 
answers (p. 22) as tothe manners and characteristics of the English 
are puerile and out of place, and the twaddle about the chureh at p.

(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, Thureday. 

The exultation of the Protectionists at their recent triumph over the 
Government, in throwing over to next session the bill for repealing the 
remaining probibitions in the French tariff and substituting bigh pro- 
tective duties for them, and the bill for transforming into a law certain 
Imperial decrees reducing the import duty on sundry articles—this 
exultation, though naturally very great, has not rendered them unmind- 
ful of the future; and, accordingly, they have come to an understanding 
to act together more firmly than ever in opposition to Customs reforms, 
to make a lavish use of money in securing the support of as many 
journals as possible, and to spare no pains to keep alive the delusion, 
unfortunately so common in France amongst all classes, that not only 
free trade, but moderate tariffs wouldbe the ruin of manufactures, and a 
dreadful blow to aational prosperity. Many partisans of liberal commer- 
cial policy are, on their part, trying to organise what we should call in 
England agitation against the existing tariff system; and the Journal des 
Debets, whose fidelity to the good ‘cause deserves high praise, has ex- 
humed a sert of petition, presented to the Government three or four 
years back, by some of the principal merchants and manufacturers 
of Paris, Lyons, Havre, Mulhouse, and other places, praying for 
leave to form themselves into an association tor enlightening the 
public ‘on free-trade questions. For myself, I do not think that 
people in England need hook either with much fear on what the Protec- 
tectionists may do, or with much hope to what the Free-traders may pro- 
pose doing. If France were a free country, we could, in reason, desire 
nothing more than to see each party receive a fair field and no favour. 
But France is not free, and consequently it is impossible for the question 
at stake to be fought ont in the English way, by newspapers, public 
meetings, leagues and associations, and Parliamentary debates. The 
whole thing in trath is in the hands of the Government, and to them it 
seems to me chat under the circumstances, it would be prudent for the 
friends of liberal tariffs to leave it. Without full and complete liberty 
they could get no movement worth speaking of—could do next to nothing 
in combating the vastpower of the Protectionists, and the profound and 
wide-spread ignorance which constitutes their greatest strength. But 
they have everything to hope from the Government—its past acts, the 
well-known opinions of the Emperor, the desire His Majesty must feel to 
retrieve the check he recently sustained at the hands of the Protectionists 
in the Legislative Body, the clear necessity of further reforms—all these 
circumstances must, on consideration, satisfy them that the cause they 
have at heart is destined to progress, and eventually to triumph. To the 
impatient and the lovers of excitement it may seem slow work to wait 
for decree after decree, to get reforms bit by bit, to advance only step by 
step; but from what was done with the Prohibition Bill, from the temper 
the Protectionists show, from the state of public opinion, and above all 
from the political condition of France, it is unreasonable to expect any- 
thing else. 

The report cf the committee of the Legislative Body on the bill for 
transforming Imperial decrees for reductions of duties on certain objects 
into a law—which bill as mentioned above stands over to next session— 
contains an expression of profound regret, that ‘ for a certain number of 
years the modifications in the Customs tariffs have been very numerous, 
aud have all been effected in a manner more or less unexpected by 
decrees ;”” and that the Government has not thought fit to communicate 
to the Legislative Body all the decrees which it has issued. The report 
then contains a passage which I now state at length, in the belief that 
it will be very interesting to such of your readers as are engaged in the 
iron trade,—though perhaps, without any lack of charity, it may be sus- 
pected that its allegations are open to contradiction, or, at least, to 
explanation:—“To the decrees of November 1853, which have been 
submitted to you and which you ratified, have succeeded various mea- 
sures modifying more or less profoundly the conditions of the iron trade 
and a decree of the 17th October last relative to the importation free of 
duty of iron destined for shipbuilding. This decree appeared unexpectedly, 
and what cannot be too much regretted, it appeared after the annual 
public sales of timber. Your committee is not called on to pronounce on 
the necessity or opportuneness of measures which have not been 
submitted to it, and which it was not in a condition toexamine. But 
the abusive interpretation which in practice has been given to the said 
decree has given rise to so many complaints, that the committee cannot 
refrain from calling the attention of the Government to them. In 
consequence of a certain traffic in what are called acquits a caution, the 
mechanism of which it would be too long to detail, but which exists on 
a great scale, and which appears very blameable to your committee, 
English iron, which is falsely declared to be destined for shipbuilding, 
penetrates, without the payment of any duties, into the interior of 
France. This iron is already sold there, at a considerably reduced 
price, owing to the ordinarily very inferior quality of it, and to 
the small premium which is paid, in return for their signatures, to 
shipbuilders, who continue to prefer French iron. This traffic, which 
is but of little advantage to shipbuilders may be very advantageous 
to intermediaries, but it gives rise to a host of abuses, and in- 
jures the iron trade in a proportion infinitely superior to the ad- 
advntages obtained by others. Thousands of circulars, spread over all 
the country, announce that legal means of eluding the decree have been 
discovered ; and they offer openly to those who will import foreign iron 
reductions of 50 and 60 per cent. on the last tariff which was voted ; and 
you will understand, gentlemen, that they thus check all transactions. 
To speak truly, however, we must say that, in our opinion, the present 
stagnation of the iron trade, which will probably be only very brief, does 
not appear to us to arise solely from the interpretation of the decree of 
October, 1855. This stagnation may be ascribed partly to previous de- 
crees which enabled a ceriain quantity of foreign iron.to be imported, on 
legally paying the duty, and partly, also, to the production having, per- 
haps, been carried too far in these latter times. {t has been so-often re-

THE SUGAR MARKET.—STOCKS. 
To the Editor of the Economisi. 

Sirn.—The probable course of the sugar market for the remainder of the 
year is a matter of serious concern to all who desire the continuance of a 
large consumption, and fearing that if suddenly called on to pay an ad- 
vanced price, the public may again adopt the silly notion of forestalling, 
regrating, &c., which prevailed last year, and endeavour to give up the use 
of this valuable article of sustenance, I submit the following remarks, as a 
timely word of warning, which may have the further benefit of attracting 
supplies to this market. 

The accounts to the 3rd inst. exhibit a stock in Great Britain of about 
100,000 tons, against 90,000 tons in 1855; but last year there were several 
thousand tons of duty-paid sugar not included in the above returns; and, 
owing to the low prices which had been current, and which it was foreseen 
could not continue, the dealers throughout the kingdom had their ware- 
houses and shops well stocked ; the duty-paid sugar has ere this gone into 
consumption, and, alarmed by the great fluctuations between October and 
December last, the trade have since limited their purchases as much as 
possible, buying only enough for their daily wants; indeed it is said that 
many country grocers have fewer cwts now than they had tons last year 
the deficiency in stock from the former cause is variously estimated at fro: m 
15,000 up to 20,000 tons, from the latter at from 20,000 to 40,000 tons; 
it can scarcely be doubted that, from both causes, the deficiency is fully 
45,000 tons; therefore, that the stock now in the country is 35,000 tons 
less than last year. But last year’s stock was found to be inadequate to 
our wants, and we only obtained supplies by emptying the warehouses of 
the Continent, and by the unusually early importation of the crops of our 
own Colonies. What, then, is likely to occur this year? So far as can be 
seen, Still greater scarcity. We are already 35,000 tons short, and we 
have 30,000 tons less to receive from Mauritius and the British West 
India Colonies, the arrivals being in advance to that extent, and the most 
sanguine calculations only placing the crops on a par with those of last 
year ; indeed, according to the last accounts from British Guiana, this esti- 
mate is too favourable, for even should the canes recover from the effects of 
the drought, it will be quite the end of the year before sugar-making can 
be generally resumed. Instead of receiving from, we are shipping to, the 
Continent, and the alterations just made ir the Belgian and Russian tariffs 
will materially increase this demand; moreover, we have peace instead of 
war, and money at little more than half its recent price. The Cuba crop 
is said to be 15 per cent. short, but accounts from that quarter must be 
received with some suspicion. We know, however, that Lousiana has done 
badly, and seems likely to do worse, and that the Americans are outbidding 
us in the East Indies; it is only in that quarter that any favourable fea- 
tures are apparent, and as many months must elapse between ordering and 
receiving supplies thence, our probable wants cannot be made known too 
soon, nor must consumers be surprised if, in the meantime, prices should 
rule high. The truth is, that sugar has been too cheap for some years past,

CRIME IN YEARS OF DISTRESS AND PROSPERITY. 
To the Editor of the Economist. 


Sin,— Having devoted a considerable amount of attention to the in- 
fluence of variations in the price of food, accompanied by corresponding 
variations in the amount of employment for labour, on the rate of crime 
to popuiation, I felt great interest in the article in your last week’s 
paper on the same subject. With Mr Clay’s views I am quite familiar, 
having carefully examined not a few of his reports. I am, of course, 
equally familiar with his theory, as stated by you, that prosperous years 
are.more prolific of crime than years of distress. He is by no means 
alone in his theory, which is, in fact, rather a favourite one with chap- 
lains, magistrates, and police officials. You have so ably dealt with the 
statistics of the Preston sessions, that I shall not follow you on the same 
ground, although (there are one or two points on which there is yet room 
for comment. I propose to take broader grounds. Ifthere be any truth 
in Mr Clay’s theory, it ought to hold good when larger areas are taken 
than the area which comes under the cognizance of the Preston sessions. 
Now, if there be any counties in which, more than in -any other, the 
theory under notice should show itself to be true, the great manufacturing 
counties are precisely the class to test it; for it is in them that varia- 
tions in the price of food, accompanied by lessened employment, tell with 
the greatest force and produce the most marked results. I give you, 
therefore, underneath, a table showing the ratios of crime to population 
at five distinct periods in the five great manufacturing counties :—

The above cycles embrace two—viz., 1840-2 and 1848—which were 
periods of distress and deficient employment, and more or less of social 
disturbance consequent upon distress. The other three were periods of 
The two first-named cycles were also periods of 
dear food, and the three other cycles of cheap food.

It will be seen at a glance that crime was far more rife in each 
of these counties in 1840-2 and in 1848 than in any one the three 
periods of prosperity. It is indeed, true, that crime was greater in 1850-2 
and in 1854 in three counties—Cheshire, Stafford, and Yorkshire—than in 
1844-6; but it was less in two counties, Lancashire and Warwickshire, 
But, be it remembered, these were cycles or years of cheap food. 

I do not see how the advocates of Mr Clay’s theory can withstand the 
plain inference from the above above data, that years of distress produce 
more crime than years of prosperity. If it were necessary, I could show, 
by the statistics of crime, poor’s rates, and marriages, over @® much 
longer period, that all serious advances in the price of food have been 
accompanied by an increase in crime and in the amount of poor’s rate, 
and by a diminution in the number of marriages; but neither my time, 
nor, perhaps, your readers’ patience, admit my so doing. 

I mast, however, remark, that conclusions from the statistics of a sin- 
gle sessions, are of very doubtful value; and especially so, when no ana- 
lysis of the several classes of offences in the periods compared is given. 
I cannot, then, more strikingly illustrate the utter untrustworthiness of 
such a process of statistical induction and deduction, than by giving you 
the statistics of crime in Manchester from 1840 to 1849. They are as 
follows :—

are indicated by the commitments to the sessions. Again, 1847 and 
1848—years of distress—show a much higher ratio of both classes of 
offences than 1849, which was a year of reviving trade and increasing 
employment. It is only by taking a wide survey that general conclu- 
sions can be safely drawn, and I think the first table I have given is 
conclusive on the matter in dispute betwixt you and the reverend chap- 
lain of Preston goal. It is clear that, taking the respective statistics of 
Manchester and Preston, contradictory conclusions seem deducible. Ex- 
tend the area of investigation, and broad general results are made evi- 
dent. 

I cannot conclude this hasty letter without remarking on the pettiness 
so to speak, of Mr. Clay’s Rationale of Crime. According to his 
theory, crime is more or less, just as the operative classes have more or 
less to spend in drink! Mg Clay quietly ignores the facts, so well-known in 
Lancashire and Yorkshire, that idleness is a fruitful parent of mischief 
—that ill-blood springs out of deficient employment and lower wages== 
that political end social grievances become household texts in times of 
distress—and that to delay the period of marriage—in other words, 
to make marriages fewer, by lessening the chances of maintaining a 
a family, is to leave men and women exposed to the most powerful temp- 
tations to sensual indulgence at the precise period of life when the 
passions are the strongest. I say advisedly, from an examination of the 
class of offences committed in years of distre<s, that they are of a more 
serious character than those committed in years of prosperity, and are 
more in number. This is especially true as respects the more serious 
“offences against property accompanied with violence,” and _ political 
offences. 

One further remark, and I have done. If the crimes of the five 
counties I have named be analysed, it will be found that nearly 80 per 
cent. consist of minor offences against property ; and if, going further in 
the investigation, the offenders be divided into classes, it will be found 
that the great mass of crime is committed by the criminal class, per se, 
which aggregates and nestles in the large towns, and not by the operative 
population.—I am, sir, your obedient ‘servant, Pe.

THe WENSLEYDALE PEERAGE. 


The second reading of this bill was moved in the Commons on Mon- 
day by the Attorney-General. In the course of the debate, Lord John 
Russell observed that he doubted whether a measure of this kind was 
required; whether it was wise to provide a permanent remedy fora 
temporary evil. He did not consider the appellate jurisdiction as exer- 
cised by the House of Lords to be so utterly a failure as some alleged, 
and, unless forced to look for a remedy, he should be satisfied with it 
as it was. As to the creation of peers for life, he considered it a 
very grave question, and he was sorry that the Government should have 
taken the unnecessary step of creating Lord Wensleydale a peer for life, 
and that the House of Lords should have refused to allow that nobleman 
to take his seat. He trusted that this decision would not remain upon 
its journals. 

Upon a division the second reading was carried by 191 to 142. 

BoarpD or HeavtH BILL. 

In the Commons, on Tuesday, the second reading of this bill was op- 
posed by Mr Knight, who moved as an amendment that the bill should 
be read a second time that day three months. 

Considerable discussion ensued, in the course of which Mr Cowper, on 
behalf of the Government, offered to surrender all the clauses of the 
measure whereto any serious objection had been urged. The motion 
was nevertheless carried to a division, with the result of defeating the 
bill altogether, the votes being—For the second reading, 61; for the 
amendment, 73. 





Retired PENsIONs. 
On Tuesday, Captain Scobell moved a resolution to the effect that 
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On 
‘the disadvantageous position of the captains, commanders, lieutenants, 
and masters in the Royal Hospital at Greenwich; of the retired captains 
under the Orders in Council of 1840, 1851, and 1856; and of the senior 
coromanders and lieutenants of Her Majesty’s navy, is worthy of the 
early and favourable consideration of the Board of Admiralty.” Ona 
division, the motion was lost by a majority of 7. 
Tenant-Riout (IRgLANpD) Bit. 
This bill was withdrawn in the Commons on Wednesday. 
ConsoLipATION Funp BiLu. 


On the order for going into committee upon this bill on Thursday, 
Mr Wilson, in reply to various inquiries, gave explanations relating 
especially to the power given to the Treasury, under a proviso in this 
act, of appropriating the surplus or excess of one vote to supply the 
deficiency of another in the same service. The house then went into 
committee upon the bill, when the proviso before referred to underwent 
much discussion, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer promised that 
there should in future be laid befor the house, at the commencement of 
each session, and from time to time, statements of the transfer and 
appropriation of these balances, and it was understood that a rule to this 
effect should be embodied in the proviso. 

APPELLATE JURISDICTION BILL, 

On Thursday, Mr Currie moved that this bill be referred to a select 
committee. The amendment was seconded by Mr Denison. 

Mr Gladstone asked whether the house was fit in the present session 
to open all the great questions which this bill involved, and whether 
even decency and decorum did not requiressome short weeks of delibera- 
tion on the part of the house, which, if it passed the bill at this fag-end 
of the session, would virtually abdicate its duties and functions. The 
bill was said to be a compromise; if so, it was desirable to know the 
essential ground of the compromise. It must be what regarded the pre- 
rogative of the Crown, to save the consistency and reconcile the opinions 
of those who had been placed in conflict upon this question elsewhere. 
It appeared to him that the bill absolutely extinguished any claim on the 
part of the Crown to exercise the prorogative of creating life peers; 
and he considered that the manner in which the bill dealt with this great 
question was a reason for further inquiry, in order that the measure 
might give satisfaction to the public mind and bear marks of deliberation. 
He did not like, he remarked, to see the House of Lords, by its great 
salaried officers, become pensioners on the public purse, in order to fulfil 
duties which the house claimed as appertaining to its public character, 
and he objected to exposing to hazard the independence and purity of the 
bench. 

Lord Palmerston said he regretted that there was a strong difference 


' of opinion between the Government and some friends regarding this bill ; 


at the same time they felt it necessary to recommend the measure, which 
originated in a conviction that the condition of the appellate jurisdiction 
of the House of Lords was one which it was not for the public interest 
should continue, owing to the diminution of the legal force in that 
house, which it was therefore desirable to strengthen. The question of 
life peerages had not been mooted for the first time this year; it had 
been carefully and deliberately considered by successive Governments, 
which had been of opinion that the creation of life peers was within the 
Royal prerogative. He thought the house had formed an erroneous 
judgment upon that question, and that it would impart great additional 
strength to that house if it admitted persons who had earned distinction, 
but who were without the means of transmitting a fortune to their de- 
scendants. That being the opinion of the Government, they had recom- 
mended that a life peerage should be conferred upon Lord Wensleydale, 
but the House of Lords decided against his taking his seat there. Then 
the question arose what course was to be pursued; and a compromise of 
conflicting opinions led to this arrangement, and the question was, not 
whether it was the best plan that could be devised, but whether the bill, by 
giving an accession of !egel force to the House of Lords, would remedy an 
acknowledged evil. His opinion was that it would; that the appoint- 
ment of two salaried officers in that house would strengthen its legal 
force sufficiently to enable it to perform its duties more satisfactorily. 
Upon a division the amendment was carried by 155 to 133.

METROPOLIS, 

HEALTH oF LonpDON DURING THE WeBK.—In the week that ended 
last Saturday the deaths of 1,027 persons were registered in London, 
In the corresponding weeks of the ten years 1846-55 the average 
number was 974, which, for comparison with last week’s deaths, should 
be raised by a tenth part for increase of population, in which case it 
becomes 1,071. There isa difference of 44 in favour of last week. A 
man, aged 32 years, died at 27 Drayton grove, Brompton, on the Ist 
of July, of “ English cholera,” after 72 hours’ illness, Diarrhcea shows 
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a slight increase on previous weeks. The deaths from it were 29. Last 
week the births of 774 boys and 780 girls, in all 1,554 children, were 
registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the years 
1846-55 the average number was 1,400. At the Royal Observatory 
Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer in the week was 30-008 
in. The highest reading occurred on Sunday, the 29th ult.. and was 
30°15 in. The mean temperature of the week was 59°2 deg, which is 
2'7 deg. below the average of the same week in 38 years (as determined 
by Mr Glaisher). The mean daily temperature was below the average 
on every day except Monday, on which day the highest reading in the 
week occurred, when the thermometer in the shade rose to 77 deg., and 
in the sun to 1025 deg. The lowest reading occurred on Thursday, 
and was 44 deg. The range of the week was 33 deg. The mean dew- 
point temperature was 48°9 deg., and the difference between this and the 
mean temperature of the air was 10°3 deg. The mean temperature of 
the water of the Thames was 67 deg. The wind blew generally from 
the north-east. No rain fell, except a few drops. 

WoUnNDED Penstoners.—The Pensioners’ Employment Society has 
made a powerful appeal to the public, in reference to the soldiers lately 
returned from the Crimea, and who are likely to be shortly pensioned 
off. The society’s books of registration, we are informed, contain the 
names of 1,200 applicants, two-thirds of whom have pensions not ex» 
ceeding 8d per day, and more than half of whom are partially disabled 
by wounds or sickness. The society receives almost daily applications 
for servants from all parts of the kingdom. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 


FRANCE, 

Business has been rather dull in Paris during the week. The months 
of July and August are generally a period of stagnation, and trade only 
recovers some activity in September. Important orders, however, have 
again arrived from Russia and Turkey. The exchanges between France 
and the East have assumed a considerable extension since the war, and 
many articles of French manufacture formerly unknown in Turkey have 
of late found a ready market in that country. The accounts from the 
industrial districts state that the price of goods was declining. Silks 
alone maintain their rates, and the Lyons manufacturers are unable to 
meet the demand, 

The harvest hascommenced in Provence and other parts of the south, and 
wherever the crops have not suffered from the inundations the produce 
is abundant and of excellent quality. The cattle markets have of late 
been well supplied, and prices maintain themselves, The establishment 
of a central market, closeto the gates of Paris, is again ta!ked of, but 
not likely to be soon realised. Spirits are again rising, owing to the 
scanty supply. Montpelier brandy fetches 185f, and spirits extracted 
from beet 130f, per hectolitre. 





UNITED STATES. 

The mercantile advices are very satisfactory. Money was becoming 
more and more abundant, at 6 to 7 per cent. for loans on call, and the 
banks were readily increasing their accommodation. The last returns 
show an increase in loans and discounts of 1,458,114 dols; increase in 
specie of 457,275 dols; decrease in circulation of 82,733 dols; increase 
in deposits, nominally, of 2,113,592 dols ; increase in deposits, actually, of 
794,515 dols. The New York Herald observes:—‘‘The expansion is 
going on at arapid rate. The line of discounts is again at a high point, 
and is making up fast. The aggregate is now within about two millions 
of the extreme amount reported this year, but the basis is much better 
now for an expansion than in Apriliast, when the maximum was reached. 
The banks have in hand upwards of five millions more specie than at 
that time, with a great increase in deposits. The total movement is 
now much stronger. The banks will devise some way to reduce the im- 
mence amount of specie in their vaults.” 





THE BRAZILS. 

We have news from Buenos Ayres to the 28th ult. The import 
market has undergone no essential change, but it maintained a healthy 
tone. The demand during the beginning of May, both for the local 
market. and the interior provinces, was steady and active, and but for 
the ill-assorted state of the dry goods’ market a still greater amount 
might. have been done, There was a scarcity of suitable British manu. 
factured goods. The Saladeros were killing very little, and everything 
except tallow maintained its price. Coal realised 15 to 16 hard dollars 
per ton on board; salt, 10 to 104 silver reals per fanega. Freights 
were quoted at 42s 6d to 45s and 5 per cent. for England. Exchange 
65s to 65s 6d per doubloon, 

At Bahia a steady business was doing in dry goods and certain descrip- 
tions were selling at remunerating prices. Shopkeepers, however, only 
bought for their immediate wants owing to the season for sales having 
far advanced, but an active demand for the north was expected for the 
coming season, Stocks were moderate, but the anticipated arrivals 
would amply supply the wants for the next two or three months. In 
produce little was doing owing to the scarcity of supplies, and after the 
news per Tay reached sugar, cotton, and tobacco had advanced, especially 
the former and latter articles, 

At Pernambuco there had been limited arrivals of dry goods, and an 
improved demand. Sugars had advanced 50 to 100, but entries were 
small owing to heavy rains. 

Our dates from Rio are to the 14th inst. The empire continued 
healthy. Exchange on London was quoted at 273 to 27 ; Paris, 348 to 
352; Hamburg, 655. The total amount upon London was calculated 
at 400,000/, of which 80,0007, were taken by the Treasury. In coffee 
business was very restricted ; very little coffee had come down from the 
Sierra, and the new crop would be much later than in previous years 
The effects of a.crisis which was about to take place in exports was 
being felt.

The half-yearly meeting of the Colonial Bank was held on Wednesday. 
The report was satisfactory as to the general business of the bank, and 
showed a profit of 20,8687 11s 6d, out of which the directors made a divi-

The Austrian Bank has published its balance sheet for the past month, 
from which it appears that the specie has augmented 4,182,000 florins ; 
so that its stock of specie now amounts to 61 millions against 368 mil- 
lions of notes in circulation. The proportion of specie to notes, which 
was as 1 to 6.47 last month, is pow | to 6.02. The notes in circulation, 
however, have only diminished 184,826 florins. 

The silk crop in Lombardy has turned out a failure. One account 
says:—*“ The inhabitants of Lombardy have suffered a very severe loss, as 
only one-third of the usual quantity of silk has been produced. A disease 
appeared among the silkworms which carried them off by thousands 
just before they began to spin theircocoons. On an average the value of 
the raw silk produced in Lombardy is 40,000,000 florins.” 

Accounts from Western Australia of the 21st of April are very favour- 
able with regard to the general progress of the colony. An abundant 
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harvest had caused a considerable fall in wheat and flour, and the season 
appeared in every respect to be unusually productive. 

The subjoined statement of the export of bullicn from London to the 
undermentioned countries during the six months ending June 30, 1856,

This does not include the large sums sent by way of Folkestone and 
Dover to France during the same period, and which, according to the 
Customs return, amount to 3,471,600/, against 4,544,600/ in the corre- 
sponding period of last year. It is also exclusive of the large private re- 
mittances to France, of which no record is obtained. 


The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade and Plantations have received, through the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, a copy of a despatch from Her Majesty’s Ambassador 
at Paris, enclosing copy of a French imperial decree, regulating as follows 
the duties upon sugars imported from the French colonies. Of the firat 
and inferior samples—From beyond the Cape of Good Hope, 42 francs; 
from America, 45 francs. Superior to first sample, per i00 kilos, 3 francs 
additional. Refined, per 100 kilos, 10 francs additional to duty on first 
sample. For the present, however, these duties will be reduced in the 
following proportion:—lIst, seven francs per 100 kilos, from 27th March, 
1856, to June 30, 1858; 2ndly, five francs per 100 kilos, from Ist July, 
1858, to 30th June, 1859; 3rdly, three francs per 100 kilos, from Ist July, 
1859, to 30th June, 1860. The import duties paid upon sugars of a 
quality inferior or equal to the first sample will be returned upon the 
exportation of refined sugar in the following proportions for sugar im- 
ported directly, in French ships, from countries out of Europe, upon the 
production of a receipt, of not more than four mouths’ date, of payment 
of the import duties :-—

The principal meeting of the ironmasters of South Staffordshire and 
East Worcestershire was held at Birmingham, on Thursday. The attend- 
ance, although not so numerous as expected, comprised representatives of 
the principal firms of the district, and many persons connected with the 
trade were present from Liverpool, Bristol, Shropshire, and South Wales. 
‘The tone of the market was decidedly firm, and prices were steadily 
maintained. First class bars stood at 9/ and hoops at 10/ per ton, but 
the orders received were understood not to be extensive. In consequence 
of the falling-off which has taken place in shipbuilding, the demand for 
plates and sheets was said to be limited. The demand for finished iron 
in the home market, although not excessive, is still, notwithstanding the 
paucity of great public works now on hand, gradually improving. For 
the various foundries of the kingdom there is a better call, and for rods, 
more particularly, requirementsare onthe increase. From the mineral 
districts it was reported that, with the exception of coals, native raw 
‘materials were not in abundance, and that proprietors continue to exact 
high charges. Ironstone is from 18s to 19s per ton, and, were it not for 
»importations from the north, best stone would be still dearer. 

The East India and China Association have just published the usual 
comparative statement of the number of ships, both British and foreign, 
with their aggregate tonnage, entered inward and cleared outward with 
cargo from and to places within the limits of the East India Company’s 
charter, from the Ist of January to the 30th of June, 1855 and 1856 :— 
According to the statistics of vessels entered inward, the port of Lon- 
don shows an increase of 21 vessels, with a capacity of 46,833 tons; the 
difference between 463 vessels, with 254,623 tons, and 484 vessels, with 
‘801,456 tons. In the case of Liverpool there is an increase of 55 ves- 
sels, with a capacity of 58,049 tons; the arrivals in the former period 
having been 123 vessels, with 85,502 tons, and in the latter 178 vessels, 
with 143,551 tons. The returns for the port of Bristol exhibit a decrease 
of 4 vessels, with an increase in capacity of 3,562 tons; the difference 
between 23 vessels, with 7,039 tons, and 19 vessels, with 10,601 tons. 
The arrivals in the Clyde exhibit no great alteration, the total in 1855 
having been 21 vessels, with a capacity of 8,984 tons, and in 1856, 22 
vessels, with a capacity of 7,269 tons. A review of these figures shows 
an increase of 73 vessels, with a capacity of 106,729 tons ; the difference 
between 630 vessels, with 356,148 tons, and 703 vessels, with 462,877 
tons. The principal increase in arrivals has been in vessels from Calcutta, 
Madras, the Mauritius, and the Cape of Good Hope. The statistics of 
vessels cleared outward present, in the case of the port of London, an 
increase of 26 vessels, with a capacity of 22,669 tons, the departures in 
the former period having been 321 vessels, with 196,654 tons, and in the 
latter 347 vessels, with 219,323 tons. The return for Liverpool shows a 
decrease of 4 vessels, with a capacity of 7,059 tons; the difference be- 
tween 219 vessels, with 184,099 tons, and 215 vessels, with 177,040 
tons. Bristol figures for a decrease of 3 vessels, with a capacity 
of 1,113 tons, the departures in the former period having been 
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6 vessels, with 3,386 tons, and in the later 3 vessels, with 
2,273 tons. The return for the Clyde exhibits a decrease of 4 vessels, 
with a capacity of 2,537 tons; the difference between 58 vessels, with 
35,332 tons, and 54 vessels, with 32,795 tons. According to these sta- 
tistics, the actual increase in departures has been 15 vessels, with a capa- 
city of 11,960 tons; the total in the former period having been 604 ves- 
sels, with 419,471 tons, and in the later 619 vessels, with 43),431 tons. 
The principal departures have been in connection with the trade to Bom- 
bay, China, and the Cape of Good Hope. 


A Quebec report, dated the 2ist ult., gives the following particulars 
respecting the timber trade at that port :—The arrivals from sea have not 
been numerous of late, although, compared with last year to this date, 
there is a considerable increase in the amount of tonnage. Rafts are 
daily arriving, and, until the last few days, have been taken pretty freely 
at prices varying from 44d to 7d for inferior to ordinary timber, very few 
superior having arrived ; some sales of last year’s timber have been made in 
the raftat 73d to 8$d. Red pine is selling in small quantities at 11d for 40 
feet. Oak is selling by the dram at 18d, and as yet very little has come to 
market, although the stock of old is large. Elm is in demsnd for 40 feet 
average, which brings our highest quotation in shipping order. Tamarac 
is dull, both for square and flatted, while ash and birch are scarce and in- 
quired for. Staves, although dull of sale, are held firmly at 62/ 10s to 
621 for all pipe, and 16/ for West Indis. Deals are high, especially for 
Ist quality, but it is difficult to effect sales by the specification. Freights 
are dull, vessels having been taken at 29s for Liverpool ; but for London 
they are in better request at 51 15s. Comparative statement of timber,

Advices from Ceylon, dated the 24th of May, bring the following re- 
port in reference to the export trade :—There is little business doing in 
any of our principal articles of importand export, except in native coffee, 
in which there have been one or two transactions. Very small quantities 
of this staple are coming forward from the interior ; of which however, 
shortly after the departure of last mail, part was taken at 37s 6d per cwt 
picked and dried. Since then 1,000 cwts have been purchased at 37s 9d 
and 500 bagsat 38s. In plantation sorts some transactions have occurred 
for the Australian market. The Badulla crop is now coming forward; 
which crop we hear is estimated at about 20,000 cwts. Some 5,000 bags 
of parchment for Australia have fetched 9s 6d to 9s per bushel. The 
following is the distribution of coffee to date: —

The present returns show an increase of circulation, 483,575/ ; 
a decrease of public deposits, 887,4961; an increase of private de- 
posits, 660,9127; an increase of securities, 756,314/, of which 
32,3607 are Government securities and 723,954/ private securities ; 
a decrease of bullion, 462,8161; an increase of rest, 36,507/; and a 
decrease of reserve, 894,2061. These accounts show, in the decrease 
of public deposits, the effect of pryments made on account of the 
Government ; and the decline in the bullion and the reserve are a 
sufficient justification of the Bank not having yesterday lowered 
stili further the rate of discount, as some persons expected. 

The money market, considering that the dividends are in course 
of payment, is not particularly easy. It is rather irregular than 
easy. Some parties take money on cail at 34and 3#per cent., and some 
discount the best bills at 32 to 4 per cent. The Bank is said to 
have made considerable advances on Consols at 4 per cent. Again 
there has not been any large investments by the public in our 
funds, all which indicate rather an irregular than an easy money 
market. The future prospects are the subject of much specula- 
tion, and to some parties, and not, as we think, without cause, of 
some apprehension. 

The exchanges generally continue steady, but with France they 
are unfavourable. Large purchases have been made in foreign, 
particulariy French securities, which would naturally cause an 
efflux of gold. In addition, the Bank of France is supposed to be 
operating through an agent in Paris, in buying up bills on Eng- 
land and selling them here for gold, which is purchased by the 
Bank of France. Some inconvenience is occasioned by the some- 
what unexpected if not irregular mode of action of this great 
corporation, which in the end it is said can derive no advantage 
from it; for the gold would go, whether it interfered or not, 
to France, and its interference merely makes it pay a commission 
to its agent which it might have saved. ‘This is what other per- 
sons say of its operations; but it is to be presumed of the Bank 
of France, as of every trader, that it best knows its own business. 

The specie imported in the week is about 800,000! (801,000 


viz., 394,200/ from the United States, 50,0002 by the Brazilian 
packet, 300,000 sovereigns from Constantinople, 50,0002 from 


Australis, and 7,00(¢ silver from Antwerp, 

Shipments of gold to the Continent continue, and at least 78,000/ has 
been sent in the week, besides 120,000 sent to the Brazils. We do not 
know of other experts, but no doubt much larger quantities have been 
sent away. 

The bar silver brought by the Atrato has been sold for Indiaat 5s 14d 
per oz., the same price as at the previous sale. The dollars were disposed 
of at 5s 04d per oz, an advance of 4d. 

The funds have been comparatively steady this week, with no 
tendency upwards. Consols opened to-day at 95} 2 for money, 
and 95: i for the account, on the 7th of August, and closed 
about the same, having undergone no fluctuations. They were

The improved feeling we have already noticed as to railway 
shares continues. The public are beginning to look on this noble 
but abused enterprise more favourably. New undertakings, too, 
are brought forward under promising circumstances ; and where 
there is a hope of large gains, money readily flows in. The shares 
of the Riga line, on which one pound has been paid, have, with 
some fluctuations, advaneed considerably. ‘The premium is now 
upwards of 2 per cent. Report says that the nominal shares of 
100/, in reality 80/, will receive a guarantee to the extent of 41 
per share, equivalent to 5 per cent.; but the guarantee is not to ex- 
tend beyond the sum announced as sufficient to complete the rail. 
The report has been influential in raising the premium on the 
shares. 

Again the Calcutta and South-Eastern Railway has been an- 
nounced, with a capital of 1,000,000/ in 50,000 shares, which 
comes out under the auspices of good names, and in which the 
projectors and proprietors show their confidence by their resolu- 
tion to carry it out, though the East India Company declines to 
add to the guarantees it has already given. The object of this rail 
is to connect Calcutta with the fertile districts to the south-east 
of that city, and especially to connect it with the head of the 
Mutlah, at the distance of 26 miles over a dead level, and there to 
construct wet docks in conjunction with the rail. It will opena 
new communication between Calcutta and the sea, access to the 
port of Calcutta being now impracticable except for vessels of 
small draft. The Mutlah offers facilities for navigation superior 
to those that existed in the Hooghly at any time. It is a compa- 
ratively small undertaking, and we may presume that its success 
is a matter of certain calculation. 

Some complaints are made of the directors of the Ceylon Rail- 
way for their delay ia issuing the shares after the deposits have 
been paid up, which will reach their ears, and probably some ex- 
planation will be given of the delay. The following is the usual

The Canadian News has supplied us with the new Canadian 
tariff in extenso. We cannot copy the items, but must express our 
regret that the Canadian Government has found so many articles 
to subject to trifling and injurious taxes. It seems to be sup- 
posed that articles in transit belongto no one—that, on entering a 
territory, they are fair game, and may be taxed so as no other 
property is taxed. 

There is a general tendency upward in prices, which, whether 
it arise from speculation or a comparative scarcity of the leading 
articles, will make a demand on money, and keep it from over- 
flowing on the stock and railway markets. 

A meeting of grocers yesterday took place, when it was resolved 
* to form a Grocers’ Association for the protection of the trade.” 
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The great object appears to be'to induce the grocers to sell sugar 
at a profit instead of selling it at a loss, as at present, and damag- 
ing their character and the trade by levyi ing the sum lost on other 
commodities. We know not why the grocers should not carry on 
their business like other men, each for himself, but if they can im- 
prove their condition by an association, while they inflict no injury 
on other men, we shall not gainsay them, though we have our 
doubts whether they will benefit by the move, as much as they 
will be called on to pay as members of the association. 

The report from New York of the 28th is :.—* Trade, generally, 
is characterised by the usual mid-summer torpidity, and the uncer- 
tainty which still overhangs our foreign relations. Indeed, we 
have rare ‘ly known : period when the absence of speculation Was 
so marked, in the face of an casy moncy market, as at present.

COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES. 

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 5 per mille premium, and the 
short exchange on London is 25°25 per 1! sterling. On comparing these 
rates with the English mint price of 3/ 17s Lodd per ounce for stand- 
ard gold, it appears that gold is about 2-l0ths per cent. dearcr in 
Paris than in London. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 423 per mark, and the 
short exchange on London js 13°44; standard gold, at the English mint 
price, is therefore rather more than 2-10ths per cent. dearer in London 
than in Hamburg. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 110 per cent., which, as compared with the Mint par between 
the two countries, shows that the exchange is slightly in favour of Eng- 
land ; and, after making allowance for charges of transport and difference 


of interest, the present rate leaves a trifling profit on the importation of 
gold from the United States.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT, 

Showery weather and short supplies have given the corn market 
an upward tendency. To- -day it opened at Monday’s prices, but the 
telegraph bringing a rise in the price at Live rpool of 2s per quar- 
ter in wheat, the price advanced 1s in Mark lane. The market 
now depends on the weather. 

Off the coast the arrivals from the Mediterranean and Black 
Sea ports are large—62 vessels since the Srd inst., of which 29 
have cargoes of wheat. 
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From the neighbouring Continent the news is not favourable. 
From Holland of the 8th we learn that there had been two nights 
of frost, which had caused apprehensions, though they did not ap- 

ar to have materially affected the cereals. From Stettin of the 
5th, from Hamburg of the same date, and from Cologne of the 7th, 
the reports of the weather are unfavourable, but the grain markets, 
being much under the influence of reports from hence, were dull. 
The following paragraph contains some useful information :— 





With regard to the surplus of last year’s cereals (says the New 
York Shipping List) remaining in the interior, opinions seem to 
be much divided, but it is certain that there will be no scarcity 
before the incoming of the next crop. Of Indian corn, it seems 
to be conceded on all hands that there is an immense surplus yet 
remaining in the Western and Southern States. Few people are 
aware of the immense extent of the corn crop of the United States, 
how generally it is cultivated, and what a large figure in dollars 
the crop sums up. The census returns fix the amount grown in 
year ending 30th June, 1850, at 592,671,104 bushels, and no doubt 
its cultivation subsequently has been increased from 25 to 50 per 
cent. This crop, in quantity, produce, and value, far exceeds that 
of any agricultural product, and it is so generally diffused that 
that there is hardly a district of country, and hardly a farm or 
plantation, which does not cultivate it to a greater or less extent. 
‘The value of our crop of 1850, or last reliable data, at an average 
of 50c per bushel, would amount to 296,035,552 dols. The United 
States are the main consumers of Indian corn; the exportation 
last year amounted to 7,807,585 bushels. The plant, originally in- 
dig nous to America, and from thence transplanted into Europe, 
is ‘.t the present moment to be found in its wild state in Paraguay, 
( nili, and some other parts of South America. The soil and cli- 
mate of every cultivated part of the United States seems admirably 
adapted to one or the other of its numerous varieties, the short and 
intense summer of the North being sufficiently long to mature the 
short-stalked and yellow-grained species, while the longer season 
of the South ripens the tall and white-grained corn in general use 
in the lower latitudes. 


In sugar this week a great deal of business has been done, and 
the price has advanced 1s 6d per cwt on last Friday’s prices. 
According to Messrs Carey and Brown’s statement, the total stock 
of sugar in the principal European ports on the Ist inst. was 
135,800 tons, against 138,500 tons last year, and 181,200 tons in 
1854. 


Coffee, too, has been in demand, and more business has been 
done at improved prices, in some cases 6d per cwt. 


Rice is firm, though there is not much business doing. 


Tea continues dull, with some disposition to press sales. The 
stock in the kingdom on June 30th, 1856, was estimated at 
87,865,000 lbs, against 78,148,800 lbs on June 30th, 1855. Duty 
was paid at this port during the week ended 3rd inst. on 624,551 
lbs, against 603,926 lbs in the same period last year. 


“ The silk market,” says Mr H. W. Eaton, “during June has 
experienced an almost unprecedented activity, both in fresh opera- 
tions and deliveries, the latter reaching 7,584 bales of India and 
China silk, the largest on record. ‘The already large deficiency in 
stocks, as compared with 1855, has been increased by 1,419 bales. 
Letters received from China to the 10th May, report a deficit in 
the shipments to date, to Great Britain, of 2,500 beles; while 
those to France and other places show an increase of 3,000 bales 
over last season. The quantity afloat is something under 11,000 
bales, and the total exports to Great Britain for the season are 
expected to reach 54,000 bales, against 52,000 in 1854-56, and 
63,000 in 1853-54. Bengal silk has fully participated in the 
activity, all descriptions selling currently, best fine silk realising 
very high prices. In Persians everything has been taken from 
13s to 14s, and a parcel of the known marks sold to arrive at 15s. 
Italians continue extremely scarce, and the pretensions of the 
few holders exorbitant ; the only transaction reported in new silk 
is the Turina filature at 34s.” 


The business of the week in the Liverpool cotton market has 
been rather limited, and the total sales amount to less than the 
daily reports of the brokers would have led us to expect; still the 
market has remained very steady, and quotations have been fully 
maintained. Spinners have taken 28,000 bales, exporters 4,000 
bales, and speculators 3,000 bales, making the total sales of the 
week 35,000 bales. To-day’s business is 8,000 bales. From 
America the last acsounts contain little of interest respecting cot- 
ton; the receipts had very much decreased ; prices remained un- 
changed at New York, but had further advanced at New Orleans, 
where middling was quoted 11 cents. In the London market a 
fair business has been transacted. The stock of Surat is so small 
that prices are nearly ¢d per lb dearer for the week. ‘Tinnevelly 
cotton also commands dearer rates. 


The tendency of the prices of oils and seeds upwards, noticed 
last week, has continued, with considerable business. All kinds of 
oils are in demand, and, the quantity being less than is required, 
are dearer. Tallow, too, is again dearer, and P Y C sells for 50s 
3d to 50s 6d. Hemp and other things are also dearer, and there 
is a general tendeney to a rise in prices. 








INDIGO: 
THE sale began on Tuesday with but a small attendance of 
buyers, proprietors showing great firmness. This firmness, how- 
ever, had no effect on the buyers, who only came forward in the 
few marks which were to sold, and which realised from the 
last sale’s prices to 3d discount, as follows :— Good to fine Bengal, 
3d discount; middling to good middling ditto, last sale’s prices ; 
ordinary and low, 3d discount. Of the Madras and Kurpahs 
only a few marks have passed. Of the total quantity passed the 
auction (9,215 chests) 5,472 have been withdrawn, and 1,897 
bought in, leaving 1,846 sold

SPIRIT OF THE TRADE CIRCULARS.

Manchester, July 8, 1856. 

The advancing tendency which, during the last fourteen days or so, 
characterised the market, was less apparent to-day, with greater difficulty 
experienced on the part of spinners and manufacturers to obtain exteme 
rates, particularly in some description of yarns, which, in a few instances, 
were purchased more favourably. Prices, however, generally, in both 
goods and yarns, were very firm, and had a restrictive effect, as buyers 
manifested less disposition to operate unless for actual wants. In some 
measure this feeling had its origin in the less active state of cotton, and 
the unfavourable change of the weather during the lact few days. The 
new transactions to-day were of comparatively limited extent, and the 
market altogether presented a quiet appearance,

London, July 7, 1856. 

We have again to report large business in silk, with a considerable ad- 
vance in prices. In China silk, the remarkable features are the small- 
ness of stock as compared with the same period last year, and the unpre- 
cedentedly large deliveries, of which a large portion for export. The great 
reluctance our home consumers have all through exhibited to purchase, 
leads us to fear that the stocks in the country are probably in the same 
proportion as in the public warehouses. The continued bad accounts from 
the European silk-producing districts have induced foreigners to buy largely 
of all classes, including skeins, and even coarse throwns. Bengal silk, 
of almost all classes, has been taken eagerly on arrival at rapidly-advanc- 
ing prices. In Italian silk, some few parcels of the new crop have been 
taken for arrival at very high prices. In Brutias, the patent reels have 
followed Italian silk in their rapid upward movement, and would now 
sell readily at from 32s to 35s. In Persians, the whole of the sstock 
here has been bought up at from 13s 6d to l4s, and a parcel of about 
100 ballots good silk have beer sold for arrival at 15s.

There has been very little change in our market this week, On the 
whole it wears a quiet aspect, but this seems to be chiefly the effect of 
the large business previously transacted. Stocks of cloth and yarns are 
very low, and most producers are working to order. This gives great 
steadiness to prices, and indeed the tendency is rather in the sellers 
favour. In the yarn market thereis some inquiry for 16 to 24’s for China, 
but it has not as yet resulted in actual business. The failure of a cotton 
broker in Liverpool seems likely to cause some inconveniences—as 
rumour has it—in Stockport and here. 








Braprorp, July 10.—Wool—The same buoyancy of feeling noticed 
for some weeks past at the fairs and in the growing districts still con- 
tinues. In this market there is no improved demand, while higher prices 
are being asked, which prevents any extended operations. Noils and 
brokes continue in good request with no stocks on hand, while the quan- 
tity making is greatly reduced. Pieces—Merchants are a little more 
active, but no great amount of business has been transacted. Prices 
rule too low for the current rates for raw material. The stocks keep 
low, which arises rather from curtailed production than extended sales. 
Yarns—Spinners continue to complain of their avocation being profitless, 
and higher prices being sought for wool, it tends to cause machinery to 
be constantly brought to a stand. There is a little more inquiry, but at 
prices below the cost of production. 

NotrinGuaM, Juiy 9.—The lace trade is quiet, but for articles for 
home consumption there is a fair demand, as also for narrow silk edgings. 
The trade in plain nets still continues healthy. Some orders from the 
United States are now executing. 
silk, manufacturers will not speculate at the present rates, and same are 
altering from silk to cotton. In hosiery there is less doing. The cotton 
drawers and pantaloon branch is flat, and the operatives are not so well 
employed now as they were a few weeks ago. 

Leicester, July 8.—There is more inquiry for goods, and some of the 
wholesale houses appear disposed to place orders for the autumn trade 
where they can do so at favourable rates. 

Huppersrigxp, July 8.—The market is without any material change. 
As yet purchasers manifest no intention of buying extensively. The 
demand is principally for plain goods, and a few fancies to supply im- 
mediate requirements. 

Hairax, July 5.—We are glad to be able to report alittle improve- 
ment in the state of business in this district. Both wools and manufactured 
goods were more eagerly inquired after, but, at the same time, the 
prices offered by merchants for the latter were either refused or reluctantly 
accepted, on account of their smallness.

AMERICAN GRAIN AND FLOUR MARKETS. 

New York, June 25.—F.our aNnp Mgau.—The market for State 
and Western flour opened heavy on Saturday, with a moderate demand, 
but on Monday the buoyancy was regained, and an advance of 1l0c to 
20 cents subsequently established. The business has been mainly for 
export, in part for France, the home trade buying sparingly, as usual on 
arising market. The receipts have not been large, though sufficient to 
pretty evenly balance the sales, which amount in the aggregate, for the 
three days, to 46,000 bris. At the improvement the inquiry was some- 
what restricted, and the market yesterday closed rather tamely. Canada 
flour has undergone a corresponding improvement in prices, but the de- 
mand has not been very active: the sales are 3,400 bris, more than one- 
half of which changed hands yesterday, the market closing firm at 5.60 
dols to 8 dols for common superfine to choice extra. We quote:— 
State common brands, 5.20 dols to 5.30 dols; State, straight brands, 
5.40 dols to 5.60 dols; State, extra brands, 5.90 dols to 6.30 dols; 
Western mixed, 5 dols to 5.25 dols; Michigan and Indiana, straight 
brands, 5.25 dois to 5.50 dols; Michigan, fancy brands, 5.50 dols ; 
Ohio, common brands, 5.70 dols to 5.80 dols; Ohio, fancy brands, 
5.80 dols to 5.90 dols; Ohio, extra brands, 6 dols to 8 dols; Michi- 
gan and Indiana, extra brands, 5.75 dols to 7 dols; Genesee, fancy 
brands, 6.40 dols to 6.60 dols ; Genesee, extra brands, 6.75 dols to 8 
dols; Missouri, 6.75 dols to 9.75 dols; Canada, 5.6¢ dols to 8 dols 
per bri. The market for Southern flour has advanced 10c to 15c, with 
an increased business at the improvement. The receipts have been 
moderate, and the amount on sale at the close was light. Export of 
wheat flour from Ist to 26th June, 189,223 bris; 1855, 15,584 bris. 

Grain.—A continued active inquiry has prevailed for wheat, princi- 
Pally for export, though some millers have also operated with greater 
avidity, in order to replenish their almost exhausted supplies. With libe- 
ral receipts, however, the quantity on sale has been fully adequate to the 
demand, and, although prime samples, which are comparatively scarce, 
may be quoted a shade firmer, yet no general advance in prices has been 
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established. At the close, there was an increase of samples offering, and, 
with a slight check upon the export demand, consequent upon the 
rise in} freights, holders beeame anxious to realise at the ruling cur- 
rency, which does not vary materially from that of Friday last: the 
sales amount in the aggregate to 192,600 bushels, including 59,700 
bushels inferior to prime white Canadian, at 1.374 dol to 1.81 
dol; 3,000 red Canadian China, 1.60 dol; 8,000 Canadian club, 1.50 
dol ; 12,000 winter Milwaukie, 1.43 dol to 1.47 dol; 10,000 Milwaukie | 
club, 1.30 dol to 1.39 dol. For corn, a better demand has prevailed, both 
for export and distilling, and, with moderate receipts, prices have again 
slightly appreciated—say one cent con good shipping qualities : sales, 
154,000 bushels, the market closing firm at 45 to56cents for distilling 
qualities of mixed. Export of wheat from June 1 to 20, 1854, 398,085 
bushels; of corn, 213,218 bushels, against 375,232 bushels in same time 
in 1855.

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Most of the markets held in the early part of the week, including our 
own, were very inactive for wheat, and inferior kinds were rather lower 
to purchase. Subsequently, however, the demand has Improved. Barley, 
oats, and most other articles have ruled about stationary. 

Our continental letters intimate that very moderate supplies of wheat 
have lately been on sale—that the local demand has been less active—and 
that only moderate purchases have been made On English account. 
Latest advices from New York state that full average supplies of both 
grain and flour were on sale, and that the shipments to England were 
tolerably extensive. 

In Ireland atd Scotland very little has been passing in the trade 
worthy particular notice. The shipments of produce to England have 
fallen off. 


There was a slight improvement in the demand for English wheat in 
our market on Wednesday, and prices were well supported. All spring 
corn sold at full quotations. 

Fresh up to-day a very small supply of home-grown wheat came to 
hand. Factors were very firm in their demands, and most of the samples 
found buyers at full prices. 


Foreign wheat changed hands mostly in retail parcels on former terms. 
Barley was quite as dear as on Monday, but the value of malt was almost 
nominal. Beans, peas, and flour ruled steady, and Norfolk flour pro- 
duced rather more money. 

The demand for floating cargoes of grain have been less active this week, 
and some of the Greek houses have been anxious sellers. Mr Edward 
Rainford observes in his circular issued this evening: —‘‘ There has been a 
moderate demand for floating cargoes since the 4th inst. 2 of Galatz 
wheat have changed owners at 57s; 1! of soft Roumelia at 57s; 1 Ibraila 
at 59s 6d; 1 Kalafat at 59s,2 or 3 at 62s, 2 at 623 6d. A cargo of 
Behara wheat at 46s; 1 of Saide at 47s6d, and 1 at 48s. Of maize, a cargo 
of Ibraila has been disposed of at 283 64, and others at 293 6d to 30s and 
30s 6d; 1 cargo of Galatz, heated, at 29s 6d; another, injured, at 30s 6d, 
and 3 or 4, well reported, at 31s 6d. All the above arrived. Galatz 
maize for shipment in September is reported as purchased at 31s 6d, 
and acargo of Taganrog Ghirka on passage at 583. We have had 62 
arrivals off coast since the 3rd inst., viz.:—Of wheat, 4 cargoes from Alex- 
andria, 4 Trieste, 3 Syra, 6 Galatz, 1 Mersyne, 2 Athens, 2 Constantinople,

The known deficiency in 
the stocks at many of the European ports, with the prospect of a reduc- 
tion in the Russian duties upon cane sugars, has led to a revival of 
speculation, and floating cargoes have also been sold extensively.

The landings of foreign sugar last week being 
very heavy, there was an increase in the stock to 65,726 tons, against 
57,211 tons last year, same date, and the total clearances for consumption 
are now 18,500 tons less than in 1855.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





TRAFFIC RETURNS.—The traffic returns of railways in the United 
Kingdom, published for the week ending June 30, amounted to 458,908’, 
and for the corresponding week of 1855 to 429,8312 showing an increase 
of 29,077’. The gross receipts of the eight railways having their termini 
in the metropolis amounted for the week ending as above to 196,903/, and 
for the corresponding week of last year to 190,813/, showing an increase 
of 6,090/. 


GREAT WESTERN.—The increase of traffic on this line for the half-year |, 


ending the 30th of June last amounts to 58,394/, or 94 per cent. over the 
receipts of the corresponding period of 1855. The increase in the receipts 
on the two Shrewsbury lines belonging to the company amounts to 17,5111, 
for the half-year, being nearly 20 per cent. over the receipts on those lines 
for the corresponding period of last year. 

RAILWAYS IN THE UNITED K1nGpoM.—The report of the railway[depart- 
ment of the Board of trade for the year 1855 states that the number of rail- 
way bills which came before Parliament in the session of 1855 amounted to 
104, and the length of new line proposed to be authorised amounted to 655 
miles. But of these bills only 73 were passed ; and the total length of line 
actually authorised was 363 miles. Of the 73 acts passed in 1855, 53 had 
reference to the construction of works ; the length of new line authorised by 
these acts was as follows, viz. :—196 miles in England and Wales, 76 miles 
in Scotland, and 91 miles in Ireland. In 1846, 270 railway acts were 
passed, authorising the construction of 4,538 miles of railway, and the 
raising of 132,617,368! of capital ; in 1847, 190 acts, authorising 1,350 miles, 
and 39,460,128/; in 1848, 85 acts, authorising 371 miles, and 15,274,237¢ ; 
in 1849, 34 acts, authorising 16 miles and 3,911,331/; in 1850, 34 acts, 
authorising eight miles and 4,115,652/; in 1851, 61 acts, authorising 135 
miles and 9,553,275/7; in 1852, 51 acts, authorising 244 miles and 4,333,834/; 
in 1853, 106 acts, authorising 940 miles and 15,517,601’; in 1854, 71 acts, 
authorising 482 miles and 9,211,602/; in 1855, 73 acts, authorising 363 
miles and 9,192,038; making a total of 875 railway acts in 10 years, 
authorising 8,446 miles of railway and 243,187,046/ of capital to be raised. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKET. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, July 7.—The railway market has been less active, and prices 
at the close of business rather lower. The decline has averaged not more 
than 5s to 10s per share, arising in a measure from the cessation of specula- 
tive purchases. Indian shares exhibited firmness, but no great alteration 
occurred either in French or Belgian. Ottoman Bank were more freely sold 
to-day, and left off at 33 to § pm. ; Bank of Egypt maintained 14 to 4 — 
Australian land and bank shares presented a steady appearance, with a 
moderate amount of business, Canada Land were negotiated at 129 to 131 
ex dividend. Miscellaneous shares remained without material alteration. 

TursDay, July 8.—The railway market opened with heaviness, and 
sales could only be effected at a decline. Subsequently there was greater 
firmness, with a tendency in some cases to recovery. French and Belgian 
shares exhibited flatness, but Indian descriptions generally were well sup- 
ported. Kiga Railway shares advanced considerably on purchases (the 
authorised convention having been received in London), and the final quota- 
tion was 44 to4 pm. Ottoman Bank were steady at 2§ to { pm.; and 
Egyptian Bank at 1i to 4 pm. The transactions in Australian land and 
banking shares were not extensive, but former prices were maintained. 
In miscellaneous securities the operations were limited. 

WEDNESDAY, July 9.—The railway market was generally firmer to-day, 
and prices in the latter hours exhibited a further tendency to advance. 
The leading descriptions, including London and North-Western, Caledo- 
nian, Brighton, South-Western, North-Eastern, and South-Eastern presented 
a more favourable appearance. Indian shares were well supported, with 
a fair amount of business. French and Belgian showed little variation. 
Riga shares experienced a further advance, and were last quoted 5 to 4 pm. 
Australian land and bank shares were scarcely so well supported. In 
miscellaneous securities there was no material change. 

THurRsDAY, July 10.—The railway market has been steady, with an 
average amount of business, Quotations generally have exhibited little 
alteration, but they were scarcely so well maintained in the later hours. 
Indian descriptions were rather higher, though the transactions were not 
important. French and Belgian experienced no material change. Austra- 
lian Agricultural showed heaviness, and the last quotation was 28 to 30. 
In miscellaneous shares the operations were not extensive, but prices con- 
tinue to be supported, 

Fripay, July 11.—All descriptions of railway shares are at reduced 
quotations, the fall in some of the heavy lines being 4 to 1 per cent. Bank 
ing shares are inactive, and the Ottoman have declined to 133 13%. Orysta 
Palace are steady. 1

The Calcutta and South-Eastern Railway Company 

is designed to connect Calcutta, by rail, with the im- 
rtant districts lying to the south-eastward of that 

city, and of ultimately extending the line to Chitta- 

gong, @rracan, and the principal places in the Burmese 
territories, Its immediate object, however, is to con- 

nect Calcutta with the head of the Mutlah river, a 

distance of about twenty-six miles, over a country pre- 

senting a dead level, and to construct wet docks in 
connection with the rail, at the last named place. 

Until this portion of the undertaking is completed and 

in work, it is not intended to commence any of the 

more extended operations. 


The question of opening a new communication from 
the sea to the port of Calcutta has for a considerable 
time past engaged the serious attention of all connected 
with the Government or the commerce of India. The 
committee of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce ad- 
dressed the Government of Bengal on the 27th of 
March, 1853, pointing out “ the difficult and dangerons 
state of the navigation of the river Hooghly, which 
threatens at no distant period to render access to the 
port of Culcutta altogether impracticable for any ves- 
sels but those of the smallest tonnage :” and calling at- 
tention to the practicability of opening a new commu- 
nication to the sea by means of the Mutlah—a river, 
the committee proceed to state, ‘‘the entrance of 
which is about fifty miles to the eastward of the 
Hooghly, and to be approached from the sea without 
any material difficulties of navigation, At the distance 
of twenty-three miles from its mouth it has a good shel- 
tered anchorage for vessels of the largest burthen. Its 
tides never run more than three to four miles an: hour, 
and the flood-tide is never accompanied by a bore. It 
has in the shallowest part three and a half fathoms of 
water at the lowest tide, and in many places its depth 
varies from six to nine throughout its course from the 
sea to within twenty-five miles of Calcutta, thus offer- 
ing facilities for mavigation superior to those that ever 
existed in the Hooghly.” 


The answer to this application was the appointment 
by the government of Bengal of a commttee to report 
on the state of the Hooghly ;—an order to Lieutenant 
Ward, cf the honourable company’s surveying vessel 
Krishna, to proceed to survey the Mutlah, and report 
upon its present state, and as to whether it had since 
the last survey, fourteen years previously, undergone 
any material changes ;—and instructions to Colonel 
Baker, the consulting engineer to the government of 
India, {to examine the country between Calcutta and 
the head of the Mutlah, with the view of ascertaining 
the practicability and the expense of a railway between 
the two places. The directors are in possession of 
copies of the reports of the above-named officers, as 
well as of the official charts and surveys made in con- 
nerion with them. The “ Report of the Hooghly Com- 
mittee” states “that the River Hooghly has deterio- 
rated up tothe present time ; that that deterioration 
has been gradual, and caused by the shoaling and con- 
traction of its deep channels from accumulations of 
silt, and that, under the present condition of the river, 
the§ deterioration will be progressive.” Lieutenant 
Ward reports that he found the “ Mutlah had 
not changed since the last survey in 1839; that 
the least water in the channel is four fathoms 
at low water spring tides (with a rise of 14 feet, 
which would give 38 feet at high water), and that 
there is nothing to prevent vessels of the largest ton- 
nage proceeding up the river at all times.” Colonel 
Baker’s reply is of an equally satisfactory character. 
The following extracts from his official report, dated 
26th August, 1853, will show the entire absence of 
engineering difficulties :—* I have made such personal 
examination as the season admitted of the country 
lying between Calcutta and the head of the Mutlah 
river, and have satisfied myself of the perfect prac- 
ticability of establishing # communication between 
these two points by means either of a railway ora 
ship canal”—‘‘ About the twenty-first mile the line 
would cross Tolly’s Canal by a girder-bridge, and the 
necessity to provide head-room for boats navigating 
this channel will probably oceasion the only gradient 
exceptional to a dead level along the whole line.” “On 
engineering grounds I have no hesitation in stating 
my preference for the railway.” 


Ships may navigate the Mutlah for a third less than 
the ooghly now demands. Take, for instance, a ves- 
sel drawing 22 feet water off Calcutta, To get to sea 
she must take the top of the springs, and would re- 
quire, during the north-east monsoon, three days steam 
hire, at C. lis. 350 per day, and during the south-west, 
five days; which would give for the former C. Rs. 
1,050, and for the latter C. Rs. 1,750, to which add 
pilotage 700-=2,450, and incidental expenses probably, 





; C. Rs. 500 more. Total C, Rs. 2,950, or £295, to get 


her to sea. By the Mutlah, one day's steam hire would 
suffice=350+350 for pilotage=700. But say C. Rs, 
1,000 in all, and there is the enormous difference in 
favour of the Mutlah of C. Rs. 1,950, or nearly £200, 
for each ship, to say nothing of the saving on insurance 
in proportion to diminution of risk, &c, &c. 


When, therefore, the facilities of this river, combined 
with suitable docks, are compared with the increasing 
difficulties, dangers, and delays of the Hooghly, it is 
obvious that the Mutlah must become the principal, 
and eventually, for ships of burden, the ony port of 
Calcutta, The opinion of the local government may 
be inferred from the fact, that it has just decided on 
the site for the railway terminus and public buildings. 

It is no “a to say that the traffic upon the 
first section of the Calcutta and South-Eastern Line 
will be far beyond that of any yet contemplated for 
India. Independently of the trade which must of ne- 
cessity follow the opening of the Mutlah as the port 
of Calcutta, with its enormous imports and exports, 
exceeding four millions of tons per annum, there is a 
great and increasing trade going on between Calcutta 
and the eastern districts, which passes through the 
head of the Mutlah, at all seasons, en route to Calcutta 
while during the dry season, or for seven months of 
the year, when the Nuddea rivers are impassable, the 
whole of the goods for exportation from Caleutta come 
that way. Whether, therefore, the Mutlah had been 
adopted as a port or not, a railroad in that direction 


was urgently wanted, and could not fail of being of the 
most remunerative character. 


The capital necessary for making a double line 
of railway from Calcutta to the site on the Mutlah 
chosen for the oe buildings of the port, is esti- 
mated by Colonel Baker, in his report to the autho- 
rities already alluded to, at C. Rs. 5,564,941, or equal 
to about 556,494/. ; upon which sum that officer caleu- 
lates there would be a return to the shareholders of 
10 per cent. Colonel Baker also estimates the divi- 
dend on the capital to be expended on the docks at 
10 percent. The return from the railway is caleu- 
lated upon the trade only to be looked for from the 
Mutlah as a port, and independently of the ordinary 
traffic from the Eastern districts of Calcutta already 
alluded to, which, according to official returns, is set 
down as equal to one million anda half of tims per 
annum, Taking the latter into account, a dividend of 


151. per cent. on the whole capital may be confidently 
reckoned upon. 


The Indian authorities in this country have been 
communicated with, and the directors rely with con- 
fidence on the support of the Home Government, and 
that every assistance they can desire will be most li- 
berally granted by the honourable court of directors 
of the East-India company, including the free gift of 
all the land required for the construction of the first 
section of the works, as also the use of Colonel Baker’s 
surveys, the possession of which will enable the di- 
recters to commence the works at once, and without 
the heavy expense and great delay which are usually 
entailed upon undertakings of this description. 

It having been intimated to the directors, in the 
course of their comma) ications with the authnrities, that 
the Ea:t India Company would not at present grant any 
further guarantees of interest to new railway under- 
takingsin India, the directors hive refrained from solicit- 
ing a guarantee, They felt, however, that the prosecr- 
tion of an undertaking of such acknowledged pulic 
utility and impcr:ance fas this—demarded alike by all 
classes of the community,—ought not on that account 
to be postponed. Lcoking to the reception it hes already 
met with from the hands of the Government, its great 
national importance, and the strong expression of feel- 
ing on the subject displayed by the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce, coupled Jwith the interest evinced by the 
late Governor-General of India, the Marquis of Dal- 
housie, and the certainty of sucess as a commer- 
cial operation, the directors feel assured that, 
should the East I:dia Company be indeced to grant 
further guarantees of interest, this company will receive 
the same favourable consiceration ax those railway com- 
panies which have been already sanctioned. Until a
